OPEN DOOR OR FIGBT. 



Lord Charlfs Beresfnrd's Advice to 
Briiisli Goverunifut as to 
Chinese Policy. 



Rulers of tlic Province Qui'e Will- 
iuer to Deal Fairly WitU 
Foreigu Commi-rce. 

Fekin Easy to IiiUueiico But Now 
ConBidrrs British Afraid 
of Russia.

Loudon, March 8.— Rear Admiral Lord 
Chnrlos Beresford, who has just com- 
pleted his toni- of the world in the inter- 
erit.s of the A.ssociutod ChuniberH of 
Coiniiiei-oo of (Jtent Britain, iu an inter- 
view with a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Pros.s reiterates hLs well known 
views on the subject of the "open door" 
iu China, as the only iwUey of Great 
Brilnin. In so doing lie said it was im- 
possible tu eytimate the iniportanee of 
the Chinese market, a single province of 
which was worth the whole of Africa 
from a commercial point of view. 

The Admiral also said that there would 
be war unless tlie "open door'' policy 
sliould be adhered to, and he asserted 
that American trade in Obina was pro- 
gressing' by leaps and bounds propor- 
tionately much faster than that of Groat 
Britain. 

The Daily Mail publishes an interview 
with Lord Charles Beresford. He told 
the interviewer that he could say little 
about bis tour until be bad completed his 
voluminous report to the Associateil 
Chambers of Conunerce, but he Insisted 
that if all the powers began grabbing 
land in China it could only result in 
quarrels: and war. 

"It is absolutely necessary," he snid, 
"to keep Chlnn on her feet. Better stand 
lip now for the open door than venture 
upon the dangerous course of spheres of 
inlhieiiee. I do not suggest n cut and 
ilried alliance. I do not think America 
will join an alliance. But America, Eng- 
land, (iei'inany and Japau might agree 
to work together to muiutaiu the opeji 
door. 

"Of the si.K men wlio direct Cliina's 
Iiolicy four have never bwn outside of 
Pekin. Li Huiig Chang has nu real pow- 
er. The empres.i dowager is the real 
power and a very clever woman. She 
signs the jiopular edicts herself and 
makes the emperor sign tlie unpopular 
ones. The proviiicial rulers are more 
jirogressivo than those of Pekin. They 
all favor the open door policy and only 
want to save China's face; but tliey 
think we are afraid of Ilussia. Wo 
must help stiffen Uhiiia, which will not 
he a dilllcull task. 



I'^IIENCU FIGHTING STKENGTU. 

Since Quantity Is Limited by I'opula- 
tion the Effort Is to Improve the 
Qunlit}-. 

Paris, March 8.— In the chamber of 
deiiuties to-day the debate on the army 
budget led to the usual reference and to 
comparisons of the two armies. The 
members of the house while eomplniuing 
of the budget, which totals up 875 mil- 
lion fraius, admitted the inipossibility 
i.r ictreiiching and the necessity of meet- 
in- (ieruuiu increases by corresponding 

.■uhlitidllS. 

The minister of war admitted that the 
French effectiveness was inferior to the 
German, but it was impossible to remeily 
this owing to the lack of population. 
Th«> minister also expressed the bejief 
that mere numbers, above a certain point, 
did not add to the effectiveness of nn 
army, as they could only act as reserves, 
and he was convinced tlint the fate of a 
conflict would be decided before the re- 
serves could be ompldyetl. It is not 
necessary, therefore, to be alarmeil about 
neighboring increases. France must 
meet iiuiinlity by tiualily. The ritles and 
guns of the Iftt'iieli army were without 
their equals and the country, therefore, 
might await the future with confidence. 

FISH IN CLOSE SEASON. 

New York Cannot Prevent Sale of Those 
Lawfully Procured Outside 
the State. 

Uuffnlo, March S.--Thp New York 
state law prohililtiiig the handling of 
pike und pickerel during the " close " 
Hiasoii, when Ihi' tish are lawfully caught 
of piircha-^ed unlside the state, has lieen 
(li rhin-il tini'iiiislitnlional hy the Supreme 
curt. The i-lose extenileil tlii-otighotu 
Fel.ruary. .March nml April. The (ieri- 
sioii reiiilereil lo-day is of great import- 
anee to (.''aiKidiaii hshernien, as large 
shipments of the fish mentioned are 
made daily from Canada to Buffolo and 
other cities in the state. 



BEIilllXci SEA PATROLS. 

United Slates Preparing for Them in 
Default of Any Sealing- 
Arrangement. 

Washington, JIaich S.— In view of the 
failure of the Ameriean-Canadina high 
commission to come to an agreement on 
the subject of the seal fisheries, the treas- 
ury department is considering the ques- 
tion of despatching one or more revenue 
cutters to Behring Sea to protcK-t the in- 
terests of the Unite<l States from illt'gal 
lisliing. This is customary on the part 
of both the British and American govern- 
ments and in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Paris tribunal of arbitration. 

The tribunal also i)rovided that the 
regulations prepared thereunder umy bo 
changed ofter n certain number of years, 
and the tredsury oUiclnIs have called on 
the state department for a statement as 
to the diplomatic situation before taking 
any action.

New York, March 8. — Thomas Donald- 
son, of Bath Beach, known the world 

o\er as a champion high diver, dived 
fiom the roof uf Madison Square Garden, 
a distance of 85 feet, this afternoon, with 
probably fatal results. Donaldson trav- 
elled for some years with Barnum & 
Bailey, and has been the star uttructioii 
at the sportsmen's show now running iu 
the Garden. He has been making two 
dives daily. The tank is less than eight 
feet deep, and on two or three occasiouH 
Donaldson did not have the success ex- 
pected, and came out of the water with 
hemorrhages from nose and ears. Harry 
Cornish has had charge of the water 
sports, and it was ho who this afternoon 
gave Donaldson the signal to dive. 

'Three thousand persons were present 
and saw the famous diver lean from the 
platform, and falling slowly forward, 
make the plunge. He shot straight 
downward, but it -was plain before he 
had got half the distance that he had 
lost control of his body- Ho struck the 
water head lirst and failed to come up. 
Sniiill circles of blood came liulibliiig up 
from the botloiii, and Harry Iteader, the 
iimateur cliaiiipioii swimmer, plunged into 
llie water. He dived several times and 
liiially brought Donaldson to the .surface. 
He was apparently dead, with blood llow- 
froiii mouth, nostrils und ears, and 
from wounds iu the liead. 

L)onaldson was carried to one of the 
dressing rooms and atteiidcHl by several 
l.bysiciaiis. He was then removed to the 
New Y'ork hospital. He has a fractured 
skull, with compression of the brain,i,and 
the left side of his face is crushed' in. 
The surgeons at the hospital say tliat'IliB; 
death is only a question of hours. . , 

Witnesses of the accident say that, as 
Donaldson left .the platform the colors 
which were wrapped about him became 
oose. His attention was diverted, and 
he did not have his wits about him when 
he struck the water. He weighed morc- 
tbiin 'IQQ pounds, aud struck with terrifie 
force. Donaldson was 45 years old. 
Just before making the dive lie said he 
intended to challenge Kearney Speedy, 
the champion high diver of the world.

Brithh Estimates Show Startlin^i: 
: Increase in Permanent Chareres 
For TM^ Service. 



Three New American Battleships t' 
Be Largrer Than the Uaine— 
Plans "Pot Crnisers.

Iiondon, March 0.— The Times this 
inomiug snys: "Wo umlerstand that tho 
aitvy estimates will show iiii inerouse for 
the cnsuhig year o£ nearly £o,000,000 
orcr last year's total and will reach al- 
most ^26,000,000. It is proposed to add 
between 4,000 and 5,000 men. The larg- 
est share of the iuuroused csponditiu'o, 
however, is for shipbuilding, rcpiurs and 
the like." 

Oommenting editorially upon tho fore- 
going, "rather startling statement," the 
Times says: "It ia pretty l-loar that Sir 
Micliaol Hicks-Beach, chancPllor of tlio 
exLchequer, will have an admirable op- 
portunity to display his powers as a 
constructive linancier, and we only hope 
ho will rise to the occasion. But he 
positively must not seek to escape from 
hLs diUiculties by a further increase in 
the already oppressive income tax." 
NMW AMERICAN BATTLESHIPS. 

Washington, March 7.— The plans for 
the throe big battleships authorized by 
the naval appropriation bill just passed, 
are being worked out. The general feat- 
ures ol the ships have been detiiied, sub- 
ject to the approval of the secretary of 
the navy. Tho battleships will be a 
thousand tons larger than the Miuue 
Md Missouri class, of a total displace- 
ment of 13,500 tons, making them by 
far the largest ships in the American 
navy and about cciual in dimensimirt to 
the best type of battleships now bein^' 
constructed abroad under tho new prac- 
tice. 

Though larger than tho Maine the 
ships will be laid on almost the same 
Uiiefi, being only a little greater in every 
<linicnsioii. Tlnw will carry each four 
]'.i-incli guns in turrets. The calibre 
is an inch le.s,-. than the g\ins cnrrie<l by 
the Oregon, but by improved design thev 
will be almost equal in penetralive pow- 
er.

(rf Uio Chinese and .Tapancse vessels dur- 
tag their late war. 

The speeci of the ships will be eighteen 
UnotH, an advance of two knots over tho 
Oregon class, but just equal to that of 
the new Maine. 

For protection against the enemy's 
shot the battleships will have but one 
belt of armor seven feet six inches broad, 
running dear around the water line, 
three feet six inches above and four feet 
below. It was originally planned to 
have this armor sixteen iuchea thick, 
but the designers have now reduced the 
Uiickness to twelve Inches. This change 
was made in order to strengthen the 
casemates which wil Ibe made seven and 
X half in ches thick, instead of five 
inches. 

Altbngother there is a notable absence 
of new features in the designs of tho 
hatticsh'ps, which fact, taken in connec- 
tion with the small amount of progress 
j-cported in the designs for the Maine 
clas.'i, nniy bo an indication that our nav- 
.•il designers have very nearly appronclied 
the ideal b.-ittleship in their work. 

As far as these particular ships are 
<'(jnccrned, the fact (bat the navy de- 
partnuMit is limited to $300 per ton in the 
innchase of armor plate makes it impos- 
sible to build them in the absence of fur- 
ther legislation, and the department, will 
he obliged to <'ontent itself with the 
lucre |)repartions of detailed plans dur- 
ing tln> coming summer. 

The six cruisers of tho unarmorod type 
i>rovlde(l for can, however, be built, and 
Chief Constructor Ilichborn h.as already 
. Men working out the designs uiioii lines 
approved by the board of bureau chiefs. 
It iH the purpose of the nav.v depart- 
ment to place contracts for the ships at 
tlic pailiest possible monu^nt. They rep- 
rcsont a type of cruiser which would 
he of (he greatest value just now for 
our foreign servit'C. The plans call for 
vcrspIs of about 2.(;0O tons, and the ships 
will he improved Marblcheads, so to 
speak, being COO tons larger tliau shi|is 
of tliul claas, and with better batteries 
And; more coal capacity.

with wood over the steel hull and fully

'Hie liouril oC public school trustees 
held au iiUercstiiig two hour session .ves- 
terduj evening, in the eoui-se ot wliicli 
it was decided to abolish the iudepen- 
dent otQce of secretary to the board, the 
duties being assumed by the city superin- 
tendent, who is to be ullowod an ii.ssist- 
aut at a salary of $15 per month— this 
assiatuut being reuuired to be on duly 
at the board oiUce from ajn. to 5 p.m. 
each day, with an afternoon clear on 
Saturday. To relieve the eongestion in 
cerluin of Ihe school.^, it wa.s also de- 
cided to alternate the primary classes- 
one class meeting for instruction In the 
mornuif; and another iu the same class 
room in tlic afternoon. The question of 
considerin;,' incieiiscs iu the salaries of 
certain uf the teachers stands over, a: 
does also tin; project of the tinance com 
uiittee of the l)uani looking to the adop- 
tion of till? iihsiiraiice reserve iiecoiiiu 
system of (guarantee aj,'aiust loss by lire, 
which some uf the trustees re),'ur(l as a 
very (jood proposition for the city coun- 
cil, hut not for the school board. 

Chairman U. li. Mc.Mickiiif,' look tlio 
chair with a full board present, at H:0:], 
with apol()j,'i s to his associate trustees 
for havinj; permitted the clock to -strike 
prior to his arrival, and after the routine 
of roadiug and coiiliriuiiij,' minutes. 

Applications for the ollice made vacant 
by the resigaatioii of >Sccrelary B. Wil- 
liams—and variously described by the 
applicants as that of "clerk," "secretary" 
and "assistant superiuteiideiit," were 
read and tabled from C. A. Chambers, 
.lohn B. AsUby, W. U. JIason and K. 
O'Kourke. 

The Uhairman also observed that he 
had two or thri'c oilier letters of similar 
■ tenor whicli lie would lay before the 
board before the tiiiiil disposal of the 
matter. 

Superintendent S. 1). I'ope addressed 
the trustees by letter in reply to a recent 
communication from the board statin;,' 
that the executive council had been pleas- 
ed to authorlao the subdivision of priiu- 
ttry oIiiBSCs into moriiin;,' and afternoon 
gections. This letter was ordered spread 
upon tlie minutes, authority to be sub- 
seiiuoutly givuu to the city superinten- 
dent to carrj- the plan hinted at into 
effect. A second uclsnowledgment by 
Superintendent Pope of a letter from 
the boaid went upon lile. 

Messrs. Yates and Williams informed 
the board of u lapsing fire insurance 
policy, the matter being referred to the 
tinance committee for action; and the 
following important report was received 
from tlic linn lice committee: 

"Your finance committee beg leave to 
report^ the following recommendations: 

"1. Tthat the city superintendent be 
appointed secretary of the school board, 
and that a secretary's assistant be ap- 
pointed at a salary o^ .$15 a month, who 
nhall be in attendance at the boanl's 
ollice every day from o'clock a.m. iintil 
5 p.m., except on Saturdays' when the 
liours shall lie from !) o'clock a.m. until 
12 noon, thi; present secretarv's ilutics 
to terminate on March '.',1. 

"2. That the board consider the jiro- 
priety of S(?ttiiiK asiile iiniuially, in lien 
of insurance on school buildiii^rs, the 
sum of ifTOO, as a lire insurance fund, 
which shall he properly iiivcsicd us an 
immunity a;;iihisl loss hy fire; mid that 
in the event of this proposition heiiiy fav- 
orably considered hy the hoard, the city 
I'onnciMie asked to ^ive consent ihi'reld. 

That the accom])aiiyinf,' draft of 
hy-liiws be adojited for the governance of 
the board, its staiKliiif; comuiittees, and 
its ollicors." 

'niis rcpiirt was signed hy Trustees 
Marcbant. ilall and Mrs. Win. Craiit, 
and beiii^r taken up seriatun the adoption 
of the first chmse was moved. 

Trustee McCandless thuuKhi the sal- 
ary of 'the secretary's assistant shouhl in 

faimesB bo at least Kifl i was 

too little to offer to anyone for the work 
cntailiDff upon the ollice. Tie moved 
the subfrtitntion of ,$20 for .$15. 

Trustee Marchnnt explained lhat it 
was proposed to increase the salary in 
four or six montii.s, ufwu the incumbent 
of the ofllcc — youth or girl — proving com- 
petent. 

Trustee Mrs. Wm. Urant observed that 
it was only on this uuderstaiiding that 
she had subscribed to the report. Fif- 
teen dollars assuredly appeared too little 
to pay for the work to be porforin(}d. 

Trustee Belyen opposed on principle 
the ineorporntioii of tlie secretary's du- 
ties with those of the school superinten- 
dent. There were ;,'iave objections In 
lie urt:ed UKaiiisl Ihe conli'iiiplated dual- 
ily <ir nfllce, which would destroy the iii- 
dei)c>;idcni-e and usefulness of the super- 
inleudeiit iii Ills oflicinl enpacily. .\s to 
the proposed assistant secretary, it was 
ridiculous to siiiipose that a (■iinipelent 
or reliable ofllcer <if either sex could lie 
obtained for .$15 a month, or soniet!iiii« 
lilco seven cents an hour. Sucli an as- 
sistant would not be of much service, 
and the suix'rlnleiident would be respon- 
sible for lidlli his iiicoiupeteiicy and his 
mistakes. To his mind it would be a 
more workable and reasonable jn'oiiosi- 
tion to have ii nieiiiber of the board as- 
sume the secretary's duties, and he for 
one would he iM<'pared to eiidiu'se a mo- 
lion in this (lireclion. Ih- would even 
KO so far as to pro])ose that Trustee 
Marcbant he aiipoiiited secretary to the 
hoard. 

Triisfep Marchant— -\t .$15 a month- 

"Agreed lo that even," said Truslee 
l?elyea, who complete<l his aiyuiiieul 
with a further protest anainst overliur- 
deniiiK with a comiilicalion <if conllictiu!,' 
duties a competent and energetic olllcial. 

Trustee Hall defended warmly the sec- 
fion of the report under consideration, 
lie held that when applications for the 
position of suiierintendent were invited, 
the candidates for tli(> otllce fully expecl- 
cd that the secretary's diilies also would 
devolve upon the superinlendeul. It was 
not nnticipiited that a thoroughly eom- 
jiotent olllcial should be had for .$15 a 
month, but rather some young person, 
bright and nnxious to lenrn, who would 
probably get less if starting life in a 
huslnesis ofllne. He did not see lhat 
there would he any didlculty in ki'epiug 
the BCcretnry's duties apart from those of 
the RUperinteudeiit. 

The 'first paragraph was then adopted, 
Tntstee Bolvea alone voting "nay." 

Trnatoe Belyea nlso esprnssed Tfgor- 
oiis ob.inction to niirnernrih 2. Ho cited 
the Scljonl net In support of his con 
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■beyond the scope of the board's powers. 
The act stipulated that the board should 
insure school property and this could 
only bo interpreted to mean insulin^- in 
an established and recogiiizeil insurance 
company. There certainly was no au- 
thority in the law for the board to pro- 
ceed ufion ill orKaiii/.iii^' itself into an 
insurance company. 

Trustee Marchant thought that this 
paragraph of the report was deserving 
of more than casual alteiitiou ami mov- 
ed accordingly that it be "laid over." 
lie was not lu-ejiared to dispute 'I'rustee 
llelyea's inlerprelation of the law, but 
I'citauily approved of the reoiiiuiieiida- 
liou on the ground of policy. Hut tak- 
ing Trustee lielyea's cited authority-- 
the act while providing that tlie trustees 
should insure the school property in ilu-ir 
care, said nothing as to the method to be 
pursued iu such insurance. The jilan 
proposed seemed therefore quite legiti- 
mate and within the power of the board. 
There were certainly cogent reasons to 
be adduced iu support of the plan pro- 
fiosed, for by it a great saving wouhl be 
effected. Insurance had coat something 
over J?l,200 during 1S97 alone, and even 
tlien the school buildings were not insur- 
ed for anything like their value. 

Trustee McCandless opposed the pro- 
position and saw no reason why it 
should not be forthw^ith disposed of. If 
the the city had seen fit to iinuigurate 
such a system of insurance it would have 
been a very different matter— applying 
the system of course to all classes of 
public buildings. He did not think, 
however, that the council would, or 
should, iierinit the school board to try 
such an exjieriinent. What, for example, 
would lie the result if the proposed plan 
were adopted, and within the year the 
North Ward school should burn down'/ 
Did the coiuiiiittee propose that it could 
bo replaced with the .$700'.' Such a pro- 
ject was in his opinion very false econ- 
omy for a school board although it would 
possibly be well worthy of considering 
by the civic authorities, to be apjilied to 
all classes of municipal buildings. 

The resolution to table the paragraph 
for further cousiderutiou was carried, 
and tile same course was then adopted 
with reference to section 3. 

Later in tlie evening vigorous debate 
arose upon a refiort from the school man- 
agement committee, in which that body 
stated that they had been unahle to 
make any recommendation looking ; , fur- 
ther increases in the salaries of te; -hers. 
'J'his report was filed, and a motii , was 
subsetiuently offered by Trustee Mar 
chant that the board go into con. jitlei 
of the whole— not with closed do,.rs— to 
consider the question involved. 

Trustee Mrs. Gordon Grant seconded 
this resolution, while Trustees Belyea 
and McCandless movetl in amendment 
lhat "it is not advisable at the present 
lime to consider any further increases 
in salaries." 

The seconder of the original inotioii 
held that it would be most unjust not u> 
hear and answer at any rate the argu- 
ments adduced by those teachers who 
were apfilying for increases. 'i'hey 
were men and women, not children, and 
they were eiUitleil to be treated with 
ciMirtesy and ctnisiileratioii. 

Trustee Ilall conceded the merit of the 
leaching stall', and said that if it was 
agreed increases were necessary, and 
funds conhl not he raised to make tlieni, 
he for oiii' was prepared lo pay for his 
own ttde|)liolie if the others would do the 
same. 'i'he saving in teleiihone rentals 
and in tlie diU'erence between the old sec- 
retary's salary and that <if the secretary's 
assistant at .$15 a iiioiitli would " help 
some." It appeared ii, him, however, 
lhat iiolliing could be done out of Ihe 
board's general reveuue, as the iudica- 
tioiis were that all and more than all 
would be reijuired before the close of the 
year. Unanticipated calls upon the 
revenue were coutinually cropping up, as 
for instance in connection with the re- 
opening of the Kingston street school. 

Trustee McCandless, refilying more 
particularly to the observations of Trus- 
tee Airs. Grant, declared that he had 
already given the matter very carerul 
'■ 'sii!. r.v 1^ lul ' ' itld not sec llic way 
ci.-ai' f' ■ ror sahiricM a! the prcs 

em ;.iuc, iiiucii ao he would liki' lo see 
this done. He fully apiireciaird the work 
of ihc teachers, and agrei'd that some of 
the salaries shouhl lie raised. Yel it 
some were increased now there wouM 
undoubtedly he discontent among tin 
other teachers, and all would reciuesi coii- 
siilcialion of their cases. 11c argued 
"ilh Trustee Ilall that the deiuands upon 
Ihe hoanl would he all that could he 
jiroviiled for until the close of Ihe year. 

Trustee .MarclianI, closing Ihe dehal<'. 
said that all he asked was cousideral ion 
for the complaint of the teachers feeling 
themselves aggrieved. It was only sug- 
gest eil lhat a few should be advanced and 
the example of Vancouver i/ity inighl he 
[lointed to as an argument in supfiort of 
this course. 

The amendment of Trustees Belyea and 
.McCandless coming to the vote, a tie 
resulted. 

t'haimittn McMlcking, before giving 
his casting vote, took some time and 
trouble to explain his position. Llis feel- 
ing was that it was not desirable to enter 
into the (inestion at the present time, and 
yet he had lioiied to see greater uiiaiiliii- 
ily of opinion on the subject among the 
members of the board. Perhaps if the 
matter were left in abeyance I'or another 
wi-(d; some better understanding might 
bi' come to. He had hoped that the 
passage of the resolution willi reference 
to the grading of salaries would have be- 
eoiiie immediately applicable. Ah the 
matter <'oiild he brought up again at the 
next meeting of the board, he would 
exercise his right of the casting vole I'or 
I he lirst time and support the iinieiidi- 
iiieiit— which thus carried by 1 to Ii. 

Then the entire inalter was re-dehated 
(informally, of course). Trustee Ilall re- 
newing his offer to pay his own telephone 
rent that the tenchers might have the 
money. 

Trustee Mrs. Gordon Grant said that 
as a result of the decision reached the 
city would lose one, and possibly two, of 
111" lioat fonnh^x-s emolnved. 

Trustee Maxehmt believed it would bo 
three, nut aij. tor.'.'&uijtee llall's proposi- 
tion in regard to tcloplioiies, ho looked 
npou it as childish and uncalled for. He 
thought the city could well afford to 



make all necessary provision for its 
tcution 'that tbo eourac propo.sed was ' teachers, and ho would oppose paying for 



his own telephone " till the crack of 
(i(;oni — or after it, for that matter." 

'J'lie whole (luestiun will come up again 
at the uext meeting of the board. 

A report from the finance committee 
recommending the payment of accounts 
to the amount of $508.17 was adopted 
without objection, and the same couuiiit- 
tee referred back to the board for fur- 
ther instructions nn accouut from Y''ates 
it .lay, who claimed .$15 for professional 
services in attending a conference be- 
IwiH'ii tlie city council and the trustees. 

There appeared to he ^'onle doubt. Trus- 
tee Marchant explained, as to whether 
this service had bei'ii aiilluiri/.ed liv the 
board. He had sent the hill to" Aid. 
llayward. the former (diairiuan, and lhat 
gcuilcmaii had initialled it O. J\. Th, 
messenger had said, however, that be 
hail tiilil .Mr. Hayward that the miiller 
w.is all right, and only his initials were 
wanted. 

Tnislee lielyea explained tliat the bill 
ill (luestimi covered two and not three 
conferences, .Mr. Vales attending these 
with the full knowledge of all the hoard, 
and no objection being offered by any 
member. He moved that the account 
bo refoi-red back to the finance eomntit- 
tee, Trustee Marchant seconding the 
motion. 

Trustee McCandless thought the ac- 
count should be paid without further de- 
lay or red tape; the initials of the former 
( bairman were suliicient. 

The bill went back, however, to the 
commit lee. 

Oil the motion of Trustee Marchnnt, 
Ihe city suiierintendent was iiutliorizetl to 
proceed witli the rearrangement of the 
primary classes in the manner authorized 
by the department of education, as he 
found such re-arrangement necessary and 
desirable. 

'I'lu- chairman reported that ho had 
granted permission lo -Miss Trotter to 
conduct a sfiecial elocution class for 
teachers tit one of the schools; and 
Trustee Mrs. Gordon t!riiiit wanted to 
know why the dale for receiving apiilica- 
tions for the teaching positions at the 
Ivingston street school shouhl have been 
left so late as the 20th. Some time cer- 
tainly should have been allowed teachers 
now iu service to give notice if they were 
selected. 

It was suggested that no dllHculty need 
be anticipnted on this score, as a supply 
could be arranged for the vacated school- 
'PruBtee Belyea contributed the infor- 
mation that this school would be reiuiy 
for use by .\pril 1. The play ground 
was very restricted, but there wit 
adjacent vacant lot, the use of which 
could be secured for a very moderate 
amount. 

■■ What could it be purchosetl for?" 
asked the chairman. " What is the lot 
wortli Y' 

•■ Well, I .should judge it would be 
worth about $10(1," replied 'i'luslee Bel- 
vea, •• and 1 presume it could be bought 
lor aliout .$2,000." 

■' That shows 'Trustet> Belyea's pessi- 
mislie oiiinicni on the siihjt'ct of real 
estate values," observed Trustee -Mar- 
chant. 

■■ Or the coiiridence some property 
owners have in tlie future -jt the cit\,'" 
added Trustee AlcCandlest.. 

It was soon after this that tlie boaril 
adjourned, to meet again as soon after 
the '20th as may be possible.

Danforth " became .a fugitive two weeks 
ago, but they have diamonds and expi'U- 
sne warilrolies as souvenirs of his es- 
teem, and their siHTow. if they ex|ieri- 
eiice Ihe emolion, will live uiilU another 
fool falls into their meshes. 

Smith was a man of modest iiicome 
ami econoiuieal habits, a moilel sou •■iiid 
husband and father. His salary of 
.$l.."illO a year wtis sullleiciil for liis needs, 
and his pleasures, aiiart from iJie pas- 
lime of v.lii'eling, were coiitiiied willnii 
the walls of his I'otlage home. in Long 
I'ltincli Iv.-o years ago Smith spent a 
vacation, and there, it is alUved, a pretty 
fncc led him astray. 

The reifcnt death of a member of the 
firm which employed Smith ciiused a 
change-, in the system of bookkeeping. 
The cashier became suddenly very indus- 
trious, and made it a point to get at his 
books at 7:30 o'clock iu the inorning, in- 
stead of later, as had been his habit. 
Two weeks ago Smith eaiiie to the otllce 
and informed Sniierinteinleiit V. S. Kay 
that his wife was ill, and that he must 
send a doctor to .Mount Vernon, and left 
immiMliately. He has not been since 
seen, and no trace of him can lie found. 

Smith's strange absence created won- 
der, but not suspicion at lirst- His books 
attracted attention, and an exaniinathwi 
w.as ordered.

OONDITIOKS AT .VTLIN. 

The facts set out iu the interview 
with Mr. W. W. Grime, imblished in 
yesterday's Colonist, call for the serious 
anil immediate consideration of the gov- 
ernment. While the Colonist can claim 
to have pointed out months a^o that 
sueli difliculties w(uild arise auil that 
just sucli hardships would confront th 
Atlin pioneers, unless very prompt ac- 
tion was taken, it does not propose to be 
niiroasonablp now and coudenin the ad- 
ministration in advance. A satisfac 
tory solution of all the difliculties may 
be discovered and applied and we shall 
withhold comment until there has been 
lime for action. Meanwhile, if the Col- 
onist may be allowed to make a sugpes- 
tion on the subject, we propose tliat the 
lion. Mr. lliinio, who is lietter ac(]uaiut- 
ed with the rcqiiireiuents of a new min- 
ing country than any other member of 
the government, should be despatched to 
the North with plenipotentiary powers in 
regard to the Krievauces arisin.t; out of 
the townsites. We think the public gen 
orally would feel confidence in Mr. 
Hume's judgment in such matters and 
liis sense of fair play. 

It will bo a grievous thinj; if the men, 
who have spent the winter iu Atlin and 
expended all their means, are to find 
their labor and outlay in vain . It will 
be hard enou;;li for the tin fort una t 
aliens, who went hi ami i)rospecr.eil plai 
ers in Rood faith, to lose thi.' results of 
their labors. The evil oukIH to b'" mini 
mizcd as much as possible. an<l prompt 
action only can do that. 



A MISTAKEN POLICY. 

The natural desire of news eorrespou 
dents is to send out something that will 
be attractiv(> eaou)^h to be published 
The result is that too often they permit 
their unagi/iation to supplement facts to 
.1 degree thnt renders their stories wholly 
misleading:. We have before us nn A 
sociated I'ress despatch frmn Vanci>uver 
relating to llio Deadman's Island affair 
There is not much in it that is absolutely 
untrue, for the incorrect statements, or 
those that are probably incorrect, arf 
covered by saving clauses. The whole 
story, however, is told in a way In shk- 
Kcst that an oiitragcuus piece of mabiil- 
ministration has been coiniuitte<l in deii 
ancc of the expressed wishes of the peo- 
ple of Vanconvcr and the rights of the 
Imperial government, and the suggestion 
is made th.at tJiis was only bronglit about 
by the lavish use of money. In. aildition 
to all this the accidental presence of 
H. M. S. Pheasant in port is 'alleged to 
''fomplieat(> matters." The story is n 
very interesting one, and tlie Assoc iated 
Press will take such mutters as often as 
it is sent out. Now as we all know here, 
the Deadman's Island affair has no sen- 
.■lational features. Some sharj) (■.■iiiltali.sis 
lieiMircd a louse of the islaml fnmi the 
l"i'(l(!ral govei-nnient, wbii-h undoubtedly 
srnnted it without friniiK tlu> mattei- such 
consideration as it ought to have roceiv- 
wl. Certjiinly the government was much 
tx> blame in this respekrt, and we do not 
He(> that Sir Wilfrid Laurier's exiilaua- 
tion makes the case any beiter. It \va.' 
the duty of the govcrnnieut, before grant 
ing the lease, to ascertain how it would 
be re,garded by the people of Vancouver. 
But this is not a sensalioual matter. It 
is only a fresh instance nf the careless 
manner in which the present government 
deals with m.i Iters affecting British Co- 
innibia, and this will continue until the 
claims of the province to a seat In the 
cabinet have been recognized. The lease 
having been granted, the people of Van- 
couver letirned of it f(n- the first time, 
and a goodidcal of feeling has been ex- 
hibited over it. There seems to he some 
difference of opinion as to the desirability 
from a public standpoint of allowing (he 
lease to stand, the weight of 0[)inion 
apparently being against it. There was 
n little talfc about n bribe being offered 
to an alderman, which was promptly 
dtuiied. 

We refer to this matter heciuise it i^ 
lli(> latest p.xhibitiou of the mistaken 
poiicy of certJiin press corrospoiiden;s, 
and wish to enter a protest against this 
.sort of sensationalism. It does the prov- 



ince much harm. "Wrong impressions of 
the community are created by it. We do 
not think that there is any political ani- 
mus behind the sending out of the story. 
So far as we have observed the corres- 
pondents who deal in such exaggerations 
are not particular what political party 
they rcll<!ct upon. The idea is to make 
saleable copy. With every sympathy for 
the desire of the young men to earn 
money, we submit to them that they are 
pursuing a mistaken policy from their 
own standpoint; for sooner or later they 
will lie exposed, and they will then find 
their occupation gone. Besiiles they 
ought to feel more loyalty to the com- 
munity in which they live than the send- 
ing out of such calumnies upon it im- 
plies. 

AN EXPLANATION. 

The <iup8tion of the Columbian as to 

the attitude of the Colonist on the oxchi- 
siou of aliens from nur placers is a per- 
feelly propt'r eiii'. The Colonist was 
the first paper, if we remember correctly, 
to su^'gest that effect should be given to 
the (leuiauil fin- the exclusion of aliens 
rniMi our '^n\i\ niiiu^s, by liinitiiig it to 
pliiiers. (i invited an expressien of 
opinien I'roni lis conteinporaries, and pub- 
lished wlial ■^^•as said. The numerical 
weifiht of opiuiou was against the sug- 
gestion, and our esteemed New West- 
n;iuster contemporary was among the 
dissenting majority- AVhen the measuiv 
was pPDUiisi'd iu th(^ .Speech, the (^ilouist 
exiiressed its approval of the idea, bat 
when the bill was brought down it saw 
that the provisions wen» of tlio crudest 
possible kind aud calculated to work 
great iuju-^tiee. Fuller invesli;;atiim into 
the probable operation of the proposed 
law led the Colonist to the conclusion 
tlint it might have been hasty in form 
ing its opinion, and that the Columbian 
ami others, ^vlll> look a contrary view, 
might be in the right. That is its atli 
tnde to-duy. It has very great doubt 
iiuleed of the value of the law as passed 
to tlie business interests of British Cnl- 
umbiu. If this ailiuissidu implies that 
the Celiiuist admits that it may have 
been in error. We shall have to plead 
guilty: but at the same time desire to 
assure the Columbian that, if at any 
time the Colonist thinks it has been 
hasty iu reacbiu;,' a conclusion on any 
subject, it will franUl.^• say so. It makes 
no pretence to be infallible. an<l has no 
fear of the bugbear " inconsistency 
which itreveats si> many pisiple fnrni 
acknowledging that they lmvi> made 
mista ko.

(^)ininenting on the discussion at Iho 
council of 'hi' board of tr.'ide. the Cobv 
nist said y(>slerd:iy that vessels lying in 
the Koyal Roads were subject to com- 
pulsory pilot.ige. This is not the cas" 
ii.i the following extract from the pilot 
age regulations will show: 

" (h) Compul.sory payment of pilotagi 
dues is not chargeable against vessels 
while in Itoyal Roads, unless such vessels 
shall enter either or both tlie harbors of 
\'ictoria. ami Esuuimalt, 

"lil When a vessel is bound to or from 
any otiier |iort in the province, eillu-v 
laden or in ballast, ami does not dis- 
(duirge or receive any cargo, passen.irers 
or uinils, but simply enters it as a harbor 
or refuge, such vessel shall be exempt 
from jiilotage into and out of Ksquimalt. 
excepting in cases where a pilot is actu- 
ally engaged by the master for such sei*- 
vices." 

Regulation IS (a) provides that "ves- 
sels bound to othi-r ports and coming to 
an .•iie-lior in Iloy;il Uoads, the iiiloi.a 
shall be free, except where the servic 
of a pilot are employed." 

The whole question of pilotage prob- 
ably requires to be looked into, and the 
Cidoiiist will make sonu! enquiries al>out 
it.

.V gentleiiKin thoroughly conversant 
with northi>ra navigation informs the 
Clobe that at least 24 hours would be 
saved in the trip from Victoria to Skag- 
way if the road were extended to the 
uorlhern end of the Island. 

The Olobe hopes that this suggestion 
will rei'olvo consideration by the citizens, 
as Victoria's welfare undoubtedly de- 
pends to a large exient n]ion her ability 
to hold her own in l oiuiietilion for the 
r.'ipidly iiu're.-ising trade with th(> .North. 

The i;iobe has done \v(>ll to bring this 
matter again under the attention of the 
people of this city.

Two Chinamen Sent to Gaol for 
a Year for Ignorance of 
Lans of Japan. 



Found "U'ttins the IMpe" While 
Ship Was Passiuij Through 
Japanese Waters.

NotwlthstiiuUlug the enormous amount of 
puffing about the perfection of the Japanese 
codes, when tested by actual pracOce, they 
ate found wanting. To give an lustnnce, 
which Uag latelr occurred, a case iirusc< 
which fully Justified the grantlus; oi' uu 
Injunction to restrain, but It will scarcely 
be thouBht to be true, tbiit It wiis Coiiiul 
thai tlie courts In Japan hail \w such powei- 
Tested lu them by law, though both Hnrll'^li 
and American courts have the rlKlu wliicli 
In the Interests of jusllce, tlicy arc frc- 
([uently called upon to exercise. The .Icl'i'ct 
mentlone<l has not been before pululcd 
out. 

We direct the attention of our readers to 
a complete report of the exlraonllnary 
proceedluga In the Clillio .Salliansho aKalnsl 
two Chinamen accused of suiokliij,' opium, 
and to the sentence of one year's Imprison- 
ment passed upon them. This, we under- 
atand. Is the minimum penalty for the 
offence, a fact which merely aerres to show 
the absurdity of the law In this respect. 
When It Is remembered, admitting the 
offence was committed, and that point Is 
open to question, that It was so In pure 
Ignorance though the latter plea Is no ex- 
cuse lu law; and that the Chinamen were 
in transit from Seattle to Hongkong, there 
cannot be two opinions as to the prcpos- ' 
tcious discrepancy between the oCtence and 
its punlslimeut. | 

The report of the case Is as follows: 

'J'lie trial of two Ulilnnmen, Ma (,'lieouj^- 
On and Chau}? Wing-Dak, n.i;e(l IT) and ;!,"> 
years respectively belonged to Canton, 
China, who were eharKcd with opium 
smoking on the night of December 11 last 
on board the N. Y. K. steamer Illojuu Maru 
camo up for hearing at 1 p.m. yesterday 
In tiio Yokohama Chllio Sllmiislio before 
Judge Snto. presiding, and .lodges Nan un 
and Shltnra sitting as asses.sors. Messrs. 
Aklyama and Amnno of the Yokolmma bar 
appeared on behalf of the accused. Messrs. { 
Kwan Hon-Chong and Y. Pan of tlie 
Ohinese consnlatc, yokobama, acted as iu- 
terpreters at the request of the court. I 

Ma Cheong-On, sworn, deposed: I nm a i 
Chinese subject; born in Canton, and have i 
hitherto worked In Victoria. I was among i 
the steerage i>assengers on board the N. Y. | 
K. steamer Itlojun Maru on my way home j 
from Victoria. 

Chang Wing-Dak, sworn, deposed: I am I 
a Chinese subject, and Canton is my birth- 
place. I have hitherto worked in Seattle. | 
U.S.A., and was on my w:iy back iiouie i 
from Seattle. I 

The public proseiMitor. Shimldzu. stated , 
that on December 11 and i;;. tiio said Ma | 
Glieong-On and Cluing Wing-Dak. the ac- j 
cased, smoked ftpiiim in their possession I 
with tbelr ov. n apjiaratus. In the steerage . 
ot the N. Y. K. Uiojan Maru while she was i 
la tlie Yokohama harbor. The fact was I 
sufficiently proved by the report of a 1 
cu.'^tonia ofllelal on board tiie steamer— Ya- I 
maguchl Shinlchl, a tide-waiter, and also 
by the smoking apparatus furnished in evi- | 
deuce. > 

Ma Cheong-On, one of the accused, plead- j 
ed not guilty. I 

The Judge— Do you remember the nigiit 
of December 11 when you smoked opium 
ill the steerage of the Illojun Maru. which 
action was detected by tin' tide-waiters 
on board the slilp? I remember the niglil 
of December 11. I did not smoke opiuui 
that night. i 

The Judge — Were you not carrying witli 
yon any apparatus for smoking opItimV-I 
was asleep when I was awakened by n chh- 
toms ofllelal.

The Judge— Were there any Cliinami'n In 
the same iiart of the steerage besides you? 
There were plenty of them besides me in 
the steerage.

The Judge-On December 12 last were you away. It was about (

Incd by the water police In the .Hnglisli 
language but I could not understand. I 
simply told the ofllelal In charge that I was 
not In the habit of smoking opium. 

Chlng Wing-Dak, the other accused, de- 
posed: I came to Japan on board the N. Y. 
K. steamer Blojun Maru from Seattle, 
where I was working as a farmer. 

The Judge— At about 2 a.m. on December 
12 did you not smoke opium in the siei 
age of the N. K. Y. Uiojnn Mnru?-I did 
not smoke oplnin that nlglit, nor did I ever 
do so befme, tliougli I look oiiUim .some 
time ago for medical purposes iis advised 
by a doctor. 1 was not carrying with me 
any apparatus for smoking opium. 

Barrister Akiyamii (to Mn c;iieoiig-On)- 
Was tiiere not a Chinaman on bourd by thi' 
name of Itok-chlngV-Yes, there was. 1 
heard from Chlng some time before we 
arrived In Yokohama tluit tlu'ie was a 
man named U(di who used to siiiok.. oplnin 
Me was also on board the ship wlieii I 
l„„ded. The ship arrived here at about 
S a.m.. and it was one hour later that I 
landed. ^. 

Mr Aklvama (to Ma)-Weli, was there n 
man naiiiJd CTUng Hong on board the ship 
carrvlng a smoking apparatus? \es, sir, 
there was. He was carrying an apparatus 

^^Mr 'I'ldvania (to Chiiig Wlng-Dakl-Was 
Ilok carrying smoking apparatusV-Uok used 
to smoke opium every evening at abcnit ti 
o'clock. I don't know whether he was In 
possession of an nppnratus. Cliing was a 
friend of mine, and he was lying by my 
side smoking opium, and It was when I 
was ■•oliig to remove the apparatus nt the 
Instance of Chlng that I whs seized by a 
customs ofllelal. Afterwards I was ex- 
umined In i'.ngllsh by an ofllelal at the 
water police station, when 1 also replied 
In Kngllsh. , 
Ky Barrister Annino— Yon had a (inarrel 
wltii luiolhi'r Chlng wiien you were going 
to reiiiovi' llie apparatus. Was It not soV— 
I was only asl;ed by Ciiing to remove the 
apparatusWheii I wanted to sleep. 

Yamaguehl Sblniehl, n tide-waiter, wns 
then called in as a witness. He deposed; 
I nm employed at tide-waiter In the Yoko- 
hama customs house, and I om living nt 
Noge Sanchoine. On December 11 I was 
on board the Klojon Maru on duty from i 
a.m. that day and stayed until 7 n.m. next 
morning. It came to my notice, at about 
G:20 p.m. on December 11, tlint one of the 
neciised, .Ma Cheong-on, wns smoking 
opium al the right hand side of the stairs 
leading to the steerage. As soon as I saw 
hlni sm..klng, I approached him at onee and 
sidzed the pipe from his hand. gatluTlng up 
at the same time the lamp, tin liox. etc., 
but be did not reply, as If he iv.uld not im- 
(lei-Rtand me. 1 took hlin to the saloon ami 
wont to the purser to llnd the name of the 
offender from the passenger list. I left 
the shlii to reiiort tlie matter to tlie Inspec- 
tor's ofllce, leaving the offender In the 
hands of a fellow tide-waiter. Tosu by 
name. Notice was at onco given by the in- 
spector's ofllce to the water police, from 
wliere one of the police was sent to ac- 
company me on lioard the ship.

Accused (Ma) deposed: The statement is 
entirely untrue.

Harrlstcrs Aklyama and Aniano. on be- 
half of the accused, pointed out that the 
arrest was efCet'ted 'tt night among many 
passengers, who were closely crowded In 
the steerage. In berth, each of which was 
only noiuinaily separated from the others. 
It was very doubtful whether the witness, 
Yaniaguchi, was keen enough to distinguish 
the true offenders from among so many 
passengers, all wearing the same costume 
and of the same complexion, and In dim 
Iniap light. He presumed that tills was 
hardly possible. It was more acceptable 
to common sense that the arrest was only 
iniide through excess of zeal on the part of 
the witness, and for thi." saki' of a reward.

any kind of tobacco. Tin- case laclied suf- 
llcieiit evidence to justify the conviction 
of the accused, and he uskcd tlmt Chang 
Wing-Dak and Ma Ohcong-on might be ao- 
qullteil on that ground. 

The couri- then adjoarnod till o'clock 
tlilii luoriilag. 

At li):l(» o'clock this morning Juilgment 
was delivered by Judge Sato, presiding. 
Judge Naii-un and Shllara. silting as a* 
Kcssiirs, tlie iii:<-used, .Mil Cheong-on and 
Chang Wing-Dak. being sentenced to one 
vetu-'s vigorous Imprisonment rcspectlvoiy, 
according to article 241 of tiio Criminal 
Code of Japan, ii possible commutation be- 
ing granted on the ground of their being 
uneducated persons, the apparatus, etc., 
be seized and confiscated by the court. It 
was also stated that the prisoners nilglit 
appeal to the superior court in Tokyo witli- 
lu five days, commencing from the day 
wheu Judgment was delivered.

For Making ProTlslon for the Construction 
of Permanent Sidewalks in the Business 
I'ortlons of tho City. 

^V^BUEAS It is expedient that perma- 
nent sidewalks should be laid In the busi- 
ness portions of the City. 

Therefore, the Munlclpel Oouncll of the 
Corporation of the City of 'Victoria, enacts 
as follows: 

1. The Council moy, by resolatlon, de- 
termine from time to time to construct 
and lay permanent sidewalks Of concrete, 
brick or such other material as may be 
approved by the Council, with granite 
or concrete curbs, upon any streets or 
street, or portion of a street within the 
iinilts hereinafter mentioned, and not al- 
ready having any permanent sidewalk, and 
may specify what sidewalks It Is desirable 
to have so constructed, and wliethc." such 
work or any portion of It shall be done 
by day labor or by contract, and If there 
shall be a conm-ete curb In front of the 
street or portion of a street where sucdi 
sidewalk is Intended to be constructed, tho 
Council may direct that such curb may 
form part of such sidewalk In place of a 
granite curb. 

1!. On the passage of every such resolu- 
tion, and after It shall have been entered 
in the minutes of the Council, a copy there- 
of shall bo transmitted by the Clerk to 
the City Engineer.

A BY LAW 



Authorizing the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria to liorrow tho Sum of .SlW^lXK) 
in Antlcliiatloii of the Uecelpt of Its 
Ilovenue for the year 1890. 
WriEURA.S by virtue of the "Municipal 
(■lans(.s Act," every Municipality may, 
under the conditions wntalneil therein, bor- 
row from any person such sum of money, 
not e.icecdlng an amount equal to the 
total amount of taxes upon land or real 
property, as shown by the Revised Assess- 
ment Roll of the Municipality for the year 
1893, and bearing such rate of Interest 
as may be requisite to meet tho current 
legal expenditure of the Corporation which 
becomes payable out of the annual revenue 
before the revenue for the year becomes 
payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas tho total amount of taxes 
upon land and Improvements or real prop- 
erty, as shown by the Revised Absceb- 
mcnt Roll of the Municipality of the City 
of Victoria for the year 1808, was $248,- 
7!)1.30: 

And whereas to meet the current legal 
expenditure of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria for the year 180!), payable 
out of the annual revenue, before such 
annual revenue for such year becomes pay- 
able by tho taxpayers. It Is requisite for 
the said Corporation to borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding ,?inO,o60: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of A'ictorlu enacts 
as follows: 

Sec. 1.— It shall be lawful for the Cor- 
poration of the City Of Vlctorhi, by the 
Mayor and Finance Committee thereof, to 
borrow upon the credit of the said Cor- 
(loralloii, from any person or persons, llrm 
or linns, cm'poration or corporations, who 
may be willing to ndvnnco the same, the 
sum of .?l."iO,()()0 In such amounls and at 
such times as, subject as lierolnafter pro- 
vided, the same may, In the ojiinlon of 
the Mayor and the Finance Committee of 
the Council, ho required, bearing Interest 
at a rate not exceeding five per centum 
per annum. 

Sec. 2.— The money so borrowed shall be 
expended In defraying the current legal

An analysis of tin' 
data available as to the pasi piracies points 
to one or two facts worth iinthla;;, I'Mrst, 
that there are two centres of piracy la the 
neighborhood, respectively of TaUhlu;,' and 
KoHguioou, the one place lielns well up the 
river and the other near the outlet to the 
sea. Of course, the whole river and Us 
navigable tributaries are afllicted witli the 
pest, but circumstances point to Hie aliove 
named localities taking special proiulaence 
In piratical raids.

A gentleman who recently passed IhrouKh 
the districts In Kwangsl jirovlncc! wlilch 
were lust yeur the scene of rebellhm and 
Its suppression, states, the Uongkoug Dully 
Press reports, that the crops in tbo fields 
were ail standing and will not be baryested, 
ns the people were either all billed or fear- 
I'd to return and gather the harvest. 'VITboic 
villages Had towns were tcnanticss, and in 
other towns whole streets were unoccu- 
iPlcd, tbe late inhabitants having been ex- 
terminated. It ojipcars that rebels and 
troops alike waged a war of cxterntinatlon, 
neither man, woman nor child biilpg spared. 
The district is watered by a river dlscbarg- 
ing Into tbe 'West river at a point about 30 
miles above Wuchow, and is In extent 
some W or 00 miles long by 40 or 50 miles 
wide. Another gentleman, who saw num- 
bers of mutilated corpses Ooatlng down the 
river dnrlnR the prelod of the rebellion and 
Its suppression, states that most of the 
corpses were headless, and that they were 
innde up cpially of male and female und 
young and old pei-sous. He mentioned the 
fact that he was most Impressed and dls- 
Kusted by the kIkIiI of the headless body 
of a woman with the headless body of her 
Infant secured to her back.
